Many tenants

license. In turn the o wners are lo o k­ 
ing fo r a tenant who will g iv e mo re 
care to the farm and its o peratio ns. 
The impo rtance o f the lease be­ 
tween o wner and tenant g ro ws y ear 
by y ear, especially so if the farm is 
rented o n shares. 
In this case it is 
desig nated in the lease what g ro und 
shall be used fo r co rn, what fo r o ats, 
what fo r pasture, and so thro ug h all 
the v ario us cro ps. Specificatio ns are 
o ften made also to the dispo sitio n o f 
the fruit, while the implements and 
sto ck are dealt with in the lease.

PUDDINGS OF DEGREE. 


By Martha McCullo ch Williams. 
It is not bey ond paper bags to boil 
things, 
especially 
puddings. 
They 
m ust be p ut in thin molds with tight 
fitting tops, the molds filled only two- 
thirds—even a little less for some 
sorts. 
After the tops are on tight 
th e molds m ust be set in a lightly 
greased bag, which has been gently 
flattened at the bottom so as not to 
break it, and reinforced along the 
seam with thick paste, 
which has 
been allowed to dry before 
using. 
A fter the pudding is in the bag, the 
mold 
standing 
upright, 
pour 
in 
enough cold w ater to come 
three 
p arts up the sides, fold and clip the 
bag, set it on a trivet with feet an 
inch high, and put the trivet upon the 
bottom of the oven. 
Have the oven 
hot, keep it so for ten minutes, then 
Black heat half and cook as long as 
necessary . 
Here follow 
sundry receipts 
for 
puddings adapted to this paper bag 
boiling, along with a caution—pastry 
for boiling is better shortened 
with 
finely minced suet than with either 
butter or lard. 
Place of honor for the Wilson plum* 
pudding—the lady of the p resident’s 
plum cake can not be too much re­ 
ferred to. 
She say s: “Mix one cup of 
sugar, one cup of butter, six eggs beat­

or cans, wrap in oiled paper, and 
place in cake box till needed, then 
steam until hot through, then serve 
■with sauce.” 
For peach pudding make a square 
mold of paper bag paper, clipping the 
folded corners very wel., grease it 
thickly , and put level over the bottom 
a pint can ot peaches, the very best, 
drained of all sy rup. Pou- upon them 
a rich custard made with two cups of 
crum bed cake, half a cup of sugar, 
a scant cup of rich, new milk, four 
eggs beaten very light and either a 
large wineglass of sherry or the juice 
of a lemon 
Strew a few sultana', or 
macaroon crumbs on top, slip in an­ 
other bag very well greased, seal, and 
bake at slow heat about an hour. 
For chocolate pudding put a quart 
of milk in a double boiler with a very 
little salt, and whe” it is hot stir into 
it four ounces of grated chocolate and 
a large cup of sugar. 
Mix two table­ 
spoonfuls of cornstarch smooth in a 
little cold milk, add it to the choco­ 
late mixture, stir very well, then put 
in the beaten y olks of three eggs, 
stir hard, flavor with vanilla, pour into 
a thin mold and cook inside a greased 
bag for seven to ten minutes.

open the bag top, remove it, and cover 
the pudding with the egg-whites beat­ 
en stiff with half a cup of powdered 
sugar.

Starting Out by Burning Their Bar^ 
racks, 2,000 
Disco ntented 
Capital 
Guards Arm Themselv es and Enter 
Upo n a Sy stematic Pillage o f Pe­ 
king’s Richer Sho ps, Burning and 
Slay ing as They Went. 
Peking, March 1.—The greater por­ 
tion of the T artar city has been de­ 
stroy ed, and it is impossible at the 
moment to make any prediction as to 
where the flames will stop. Ten great 
fires are raging in the northern sec­ 
tion of the city , and they are spread­ 
ing. 
The shooting is lessening, the 
m utineers having apparently used up 
most of their ammunition. 
They are 
now’ leaving the city with their horses 
laden with loot, apparently content 
after their orgy of violence and plun­ 
der. 
The soldiers, armed with rifles and 
bay onets, each with about 100 rounds 
of ammunition, started out by burning 
their barracks. 
They then ransacked 
the shops. 
The ones they liked best 
were those of the goldsmiths, silver­ 
smiths, pawnbrokers and art stores. 
W hen the shopkeepers were compli­ 
ant and made no resistance they were 
unharmed, but any one who made a 
fight was ruthlessly shot down or bay- 
onetted. Many of the owners of shops 
escaped to the roofs while the soldiers 
were battering down the doors of their 
stores. 
The plunder w as hastily and 
roughly bundled into blankets and bas­ 
kets. 
Many police and coolies joined 
the soldiers in the plundering. 
So far as can be learned no foreign­ 
ers were hurt, though some had nar­ 
row escapes from fly ing bullets. Early 
in the rioting the legations sent out 
patrols to escort all foreigners to the 
legation quarters. 
It was thought at 
one time that the m utineers contem­ 
plated an attack on the legations. Bul­ 
lets whistled over some of them and 
several dropped harm lessly in 
the 
American compound. 
The republican 
delegates from Nanking are among the 
refugees in the legation quarter. 
The m utineers numbered about two 
thousand. 
Their discontent is vari­ 
ously ascribed to the fact that they 
have not been paid and to the order 
compelling them to cut off their queues. 
The outbreak began near the Chinese 
foreign office. The officials rushed into 
President Yuan Shih Kai’s office shout­ 
ing. “Your excellency , save y ourself!” 
Yuan, without moving a muscle, re­ 
plied, “I will stay around.” 
There was more firing beneath Yu­ 
an's window, but apparently there was 
no attem p t to attack the president. 
The loyal troops shot down many of 
the looters, but the Manchu police held 
aloof throughout except when they 
joined the rioters. 
The American le­ 
gation quarter is thoroughly prepared 
to resist any possible attack. 
The richest parts of the city were 
sacked and there was immense and 
wanton destruction. 
The happenings 
were a repetition on a far greater scale 
of the experiences of other cities dur­ 
ing the rebellion. The loss by fire and 
destruction of property in addi on to 
the looting is incalculable. 
The sol­ 
diers sacked the town of Yungpingfu 
two day s ago.

The extra day 
comes as February 29 . and the year 
is called leap year because after that 
date the days leap over one day of 
the week. 
For instance, if July 17 
falls on Wednesday 
in 19 09 . 
next 
year if would fall on Thursday. 
But 


if the next year happened to be a 


leap year there would be a leap of a 
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day and July 17 would fall on F ri­ 
day next time. 
“The origin of 
the 
notion 
that

tery, but the custom is a time honor­ 
ed one. 
W ay back in the year 128 8 
they had a law in Scotland which 
read

Yield Butter; How Nature Competes 
With the Dairy,” WT. R. Gerard in the 
Scientific American mentions a num­ 
ber of trees that yield a substance 
which is a pretty good substitute for 
the same substance obtained from the 
milk of the cow, the ewe or 
the 
goat, called 
butter. 
The 
v arious 
trees mentioned in the article grow in 
the East Indies, in 
Africa and in 
Brazil, and, of course, are not raised 
systematically or on a commercial 
basis. If, howev er, companies should 
form to dev elop the cultiv ation of 
these trees, a strong competitor 
to 
the dairies and oleomargarine manu­ 
facturers would be inev itable. 
And, 
if Burbank, the plant wizzard, should 
dev elop a tree that would grow eggs, 
our happiness would be complete.

When 
Federal 
Troops and 
Mexican 


Rebels Met at Horse Shoe Hill. 
Mexico City , March 1.—A hard bat 
tie was fou ght at the base of Horse 
Shoe hill, near Cu ernav aca. 
The reb 
els. believ ing that the federal troops 
were resting, assembled at the base of 
the hill and began throwing u p in- 
trenchm ents. 
The troops were hu r 
riedlv assembled and the battle began. 
The artillery did mu ch damage, bu t 
the Zapatistas held their own. 
The 
ru rales u nder Colonel Garcio charged 
three times against the rebel intrench- 
ments. They were repu lsed twice, bu t 
at the last attem pt carried the works 
and dislodged the enemy . 
The bodies 
of sixty rebels were fou nd behind the 
intrenchm ents. 
The federal loss was 
tw enty killed. 
The small towns of Santa Catalina 
and Galtitla are bu rning and the men 
are fleeing to the hills. 
The women 
and 
children 
are coming to town 
There is no news from the north. 
A dispatch from Tehu acan, state of 
Pu ebla, say s a band of v olu nteers re­ 
v olted there against the gov ernment 
and ran amu ck throu gh the town, kill­ 
ing thirty inhabitants. 
The rebels 
m ade their escape to the mou ntains, 
w here they intend to join another 
band.

GOING TO FIGHT 
MINE STRIKERS 


British Government Seeking a 


Way Out of Trouble. 


MAY TAKE OVER THE MINES 


SAFE REMEDY ENDS 
CATARRH MISERIES 


As a Last Rescrt, in Order to Save the 


Country From Complete Industrial 


Paralysis, Government Ownership of 


the Great Collieries of England M ay 


Be Resorted to. — Biggest Strike in 


History Now in Progress. 


London, Merch 1.—All the u nder­ 
grou nd workers in England, W ales and 
Scotland, except a comparativ e few 
who were perm itted to remain and 
care for the safety of the pits, ceased 
work at midnight last night, and the 
great coal strike is on. Ov er a million 
men were affected, and this nu m ber 
will be au gmented daily throu gh the 
closing of indu stries which are depen­ 
dent on the fu el su pply for their ex­ 
istence. 
It is expected that if the strike is 
prolonged for three weeks 500,000 men 
in the allied trades of London alone 
will be thrown ou t of work. 
It is im­ 
possible to estim ate the mu ltitu de that 
will be u ltimately affected, bu t it is so 
large that it is certain to bring a gen­ 
eral paraly sis of British trade. 
Althou gh 
the strike is really in 
progress, the negotiations are not at 
an end, and Prem ier Asqu ith is expect­ 
ed to annou nce drastic action hy par­ 
liam ent if the situ ation is not changed. 
The gov erment is determined by all 
means in its power to prev ent a par­ 
aly sis of indu stry . 
Mr. Asqu ith in m aking an appeal for 
a settlem ent to the m iners’ federation, 
declared that if the gov ernm ent’s rec­ 
ognition of the minimu m wage princi­ 
ple did no bring abou t an agreement 
between the dispu tants the gov ern­ 
m ent wou ld secu re it by other means. 
This is a hint of an intention to pass 
a bill fixing a minimu m wage legally . 
If su ch action fails to reliev e the situ a­ 
tion the gov ernment is prepared to go 
still fu rther, perhaps to the extent of 
taking ov er and operating the mines. 
Mr. Asqu ith in his speech to the min­ 
ers’ federation was emphatic in indi­ 
cating that the ministry ' wou ld refu se 
to let the strike proceed. 
The col- 
leries, he said, were the life-blood of 
the cou ntry ’s indu stry and in the con­ 
tinu ation of mining lay the v ery root 
not only of its prosperity , bu t of its 
existence. 
“We,” he said, “are now 
face to face with a w arfare which 
will paralv ze all the other indu stries 
of the cou ntry .” 
The miners are ju bilant ov er the 
recognition by the gov ernment wage 
principle. 
They hav e fu nds enou gh in 
their treasu ry to pay ev ery employ e 
now ou t. 
They intend to giv e ten shil­ 
lings ($2.50) per week to ev ery m iner 
and sm aller am ou nts to u nskilled men 
and boy s. 
The money ' in the tr e a s u r y 
will last at least a month. 
Reply ing to a qu estion by K eir Har- 
die, labor m ember of parliament, in 
the hou se, 
Reginald 
McKenna, 
the 
home secretary , said troops wou ld be 
sent to the collieries only at the re­ 
qu est of m agistrates. 
The gov ern­ 
ment. he said, was prepared to re­ 
spond to all su ch calls. 
It had been 
distribu ting troops ostensibly for m an­ 
eu v ers to the v icinity of the principal 
points where trou ble was du e.

GIVES THE REASON 


Governor Dix Explains W h y He Didn’t 


Pardon Brandt. 
New York, March 1.—Gov ernor Dix 
has explained in a formal statem ent 
why he declined to pardon Folke E. 
Brandt. 
B randt’s own application for 
pardon, say s the gov ernor, was based 
on statem ents reflecting u pon the hon­ 
or of a woman, mentioned by name, 
who is a m em ber of 
M ortim er L. 
Schiff’s hou sehold. Mr. Dix emphasizes 
the point that the pardon application 
wa s made by Brandt and that the pris­ 
oner, seeking to m ake a case for him­ 
self, was gu ilty of a crime mcire ab­ 
horrent than that for which he was 
conv icted—false 
accu sations 
against 
the pu rity of a woman. 
The gov ernor say s that while frank 
ly and deliberately he refu sed clem­ 
ency for the reason that Brandt in his 
efforts to get a pardon had not scru ­ 
pled to attack the honor of a woman 
and to inv ade the sanctity of a home, 
he cou ld not, in addition, escape from 
the conclu sion that B randt w’as actu ­ 
ally a bu rglar and that B randt’s con­ 
v iction an i sentence were proper and 
legal.
